Nuclear Catastrophe in Waiting 

You might realize the aging Diablo Canyon twin nuclear reactors are located half-way 
between San Francisco and Los Angeles. They were built nearly three-decades ago. 
When the San Francisco Bay Area's 1989 earthquake hit millions of American People 
were spared a San Diablo nuclear accident in 1989 and again last week. 

On August 24, 2014, a magnitude 6.0 West Napa Fault earthquake became a state of 
emergency for Napa County, CALIFORNIA. Roads were damaged, unreinforced masonry 
buildings toppled, water mains ruptured, and gas leaks broke into six fires at 3:20 a.m. 
scaring the wits out of wine country's lovely city of Napa. How would it feel if the Big 
One struck. Maybe you haven't realized yet that Diablo Canyon is a nuclear-catastrophe- 
in-waiting. You may not know the nuclear grief if a 9.0 struck the Diablo Canyon reactors 
but millions are at risk. 

The day after Napa 's 6.0 earthquake, The Associated Press reported that one of the federal 
nuclear experts urged the NUCLEAR REGULATORY COMMISSION (NRC) to close 
Diablo Canyon's twin reactors. Senior Nuclear Expert, Michael Peck, blew the whistle that 
there are signs that the Diablo Canyon twin reactors may be unable to withstand powerful 
shaking from any one of the several nearby faults. There is a shoreline fault within 650 
yards of the Diablo Canyon reactors, and a larger crack called the Hosgri Fault is within 
three miles of the reactors. A network of other faults both north and south of the reactors 
have been mapped by surveys. 

According to the Center for Public Integrity, four out of the five members of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, who control nuclear policymaking, may have a professional or 
financial stake in the Nuclear Industry. If you consider their possible conflict of interest, 
that puts their supposed nuclear "safety" claims in a different light, doesn't it. The NRC 
will not comment on the former on-site inspector's analysis. But Mr. Peck's report has 
documented that the NRC is not applying the safety rules it set out for Diablo Canyon's 
operation. 

The San Onfore nuclear plant closed in 2013 and it would be the better part of wisdom to 
decommission Diablo Canyon now. An environmental group called Friends of the Earth 
filed a petition with the NUCLEAR REGULATORY COMMISSION (NRC) charging the 
Diablo Canyon nuclear plant of violating its operating license. Nuclear calamity due to 
earthquakes endangers millions and there are safety qualms. 
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The petition requested federal regulators to idle the Pacific Gas and Electric Company 's 
nuclear reactors. Keeping aging nuclear reactors that were built on or near major 
earthquake faults is pressing AMERICA'S luck.

Rokkasho Completion in October 2014 

People don't have to learn that in 1970 a study of options for building nuclear arms was 
conducted at the behest of JAPAN'S Defense Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone. But a person 
might find it shocking that the researchers decided it is possible to possess small-yield, 
tactical, purely defensive nuclear weapons without violating the constitution in a legal 
sense, and that the effort would alienate their neighbors, be costly, and take years. Was 
that prophetic. Pay attention because JAPAN built the world's third largest fleet of nuclear 
power reactors. 

In 1977 JAPAN pressed the Carter Administration for permission to start producing 
plutonium, partly to ensure JAPAN a nuclear weapons option while staying under 
AMERICA'S nuclear umbrella. It appears that Thomas Schiejfer, U.S. Ambassador to 
JAPAN, was a former business partner of President George W. Bush. The GLOBAL 
NUCLEAR ENERGY PARTNERHSHIP was Bush 's plan for wider use of plutonium- 
based nuclear fuel around the globe. Bush set his sights on the Rokkasho nuclear plant. 
World citizens might not have noticed that JAPAN'S tight alliance of bureaucrats and its 
utilities remained devoted to Bush's outdated nuclear policy.

The 85-utilities and other companies that own Rokkasho are called the Japan Nuclear Fuel 
Ltd. Construction began in 1993 and the French design was modified. Rokkasho took 21 
years to build at a cost of $22 billion. Rokkasho Nuclear Fuel Reprocessing Facility is 
slated for completion in October 2014. 

JAPAN'S new plutonium-based nuclear fuel reprocessing facility is located off the 
northeast coast of JAPAN in the Aomori region that has a severe type of weather and an 
unsheltered seaboard. Nature blew her whistle in 2011, when a massive 9.0 magnitude 
earthquake and tsunami crippled the Fukushima Daiichi nuclear plant, causing reactor 
meltdowns, and use of nuclear power devastated the Fukushima plant. Three reactor 
meltdowns at Fukushima led to the closure of all JAPAN'S reactors. 

The eyes of the world are on Shinzo Abe. Even though JAPAN signed and ratified the 
Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty, advocates nuclear arms control, and all of JAPAN'S 
existing plutonium stockpile is under International Atomic Energy Agency safeguards, 
plutonium reactor fuel plants can be used to make fuel for nuclear weapons. 

Rokkasho will be one of the world's largest plutonium productions installations, and it 
could serve as a big store for would-be nuclear terrorists or Rogue states. It will both 
consume and produce plutonium in an endless "Breeder" cycle. If the Japanese People 
allow the Rokkasho plant to be turned on, it poses a major proliferation risk.

Electric Armageddon by author Peter Vincent Pry 

Peter Vincent Pry claims Electromagnetic Pulse (EMP) is the most significant world threat 
because of civilization's dependency on the electric grid. The book's warrant is an appeal 
for urgency in building resilience into the national electric grid to defend against an EMP 
attack from one, or a few, terrorists or rogue nuclear states in possession of illicitly 
trafficked capabilities. NORTH KOREA successfully orbited a KSM-3 satellite, 
compatible with the size and weight of a small nuclear warhead with the characteristics for 
delivery of a surprise nuclear EMP attack in December 2012. 

NORTH KOREA or IRAN could conceivably launch a Ballistic Missile Scud from a 
freighter near our shores, or loft a low orbiting space satellite with nuclear weaponry that 
could generate fireballs and gamma rays. If a single explosion detonated in orbit destroyed 
much of the electric grid then a national blackout would put millions of civilian at peril of 
disease and famine within 12-months due to the interruption of banking, communications, 
food, and water supplies. The Defense Department has surge arrestors, faraday cages, and 
other devices that prevent EMP from damaging electronics, as well as microgrids, for 
crucial military installations and strategic forces. For $2 BILLION these could be adapted 
to protect civilian infrastructure from a nationwide blackout. 
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The SHIELD Act means Secure High-voltage Infrastructure for Electricity from Lethal 
Damage. The CIPA Act means Critical Infrastructure Protection Action by the 
Department of Homeland Security with federal, state, and local level focus to protect the 
electric grid from EMO attack. Once passed and signed by President Obama he could take 
immediate action.
